In addition to the 
more purely medical sciences, the book includes the sub- 
jects of agriculture, anatomy, anthropology, bacteriology, 
biology, botany, chemistry, ethnology, general science, 
physics, physiology, and zoology. 

Facts about Small-pox and Vaccination, revised by John 
C. McVail, M.D., LL.D., and published by the Association 
(price 6d.). The new edition presents in convenient form 
illustrations of the more striking groups of facts proving 
the value of vaccination. In it Dr. McVail comments on 
allegations which have been. made in disparagement of 
vaccination, and discusses the position of small-pox and 
its prevention in this country at the present time. 

The object of Archives of Disease in Childhood, published 
by the Association six times yearly (annual subscription 
25s.), is to make more widely known the work of the 
British school in the study of children’s diseases. The 
publication is conducted, under the general direction of 
a committee of physicians and surgeons actively engaged in 
the study, practice, and teaching of the subject, by an 
editorial committee containing representatives of London, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Oxford, Cambridge, Birmingham, 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Newcastle-on-Tyne. Dr. Eugh 
Thursfield and Dr. Reginald Miller are its Editors.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


New Wares Branca. 
Annual Report. 
Tue annual report of the New South Wales Branch of the 
British Medical Association for the year ended March 25th, 
1926, has now been received. It is signed by the President, 
Dr. R. B. Wade. 

During the year the membership of the Branch grew from 
1,423 to 1,512. The Branch held eighteen meetings in all, of 
which eight were clinical; the average attendance was 61. 

wo extraordinary meetings were held, one being concerned 
with the subject of infantile paralysis, and the other with the 
administration of the Venereal Diseases Act of 1918. The 
ordinary Branch meeting in December took the form of a 
smoking concert, to which the new medical graduates of 1925 
Were invited. 

The fourteenth annual meeting of delegates from the seven- 
teen affiliated Local Associations of Members with the Council 
pt the Branch was held on October 2nd, 1925, at the B.M.A. 

ibrary, Sydney, and the proceedings were reported in the 
Medical Journal of Australia of October 24th. , 


The clinical and scientific work of the Branch is divided 
etd ten divisions, known as Sections for Special Branches of 
[edical Knowledge, which hold periodical meetings through- 
out the year; each section has a chairman and one or more 


honorary secretaries. The first to be inaugurated, in 1921, 
was that of pediatrics; the section of hygiene and preventive 
medicine was formed in the following year; orthopaedics in 
1923; and medicine, pathology and 7a neurology and 
psychiatry, and oto-rhino-laryngology in 1924. In 1925 three 
further sections were formed—surgery, obstetrics and gynaeco- 
logy, and medical literature and history. 

ference is made in the report to the two meetings of the 
Federal Committee of the British Medical Association in 
Australia—one held in Sydney in August, 1925, and the other 
in Melbourne in February of this year. Professor L. 
Barnett, the President of the forthcoming Australasian Medical 
Congress (British Medical Association) to be held in February, 
1927, at Dunedin, New Zealand, visited Sydney last October to 
discuss arrangements for the work of the Congress with the 
president and vice-presidents of the various sections. 

It is reported that the British Medical Association —s 
in Sydney has remained under the management of Dr. W. H, 
Crago, who has held with assiduous care the position of 
** Premises Attorney ”’ since 1910; largely due to his efforts, the 
—— on the building has now been paid off. The Medical 
Journal of Australia, which was produced during the year 
under review by the Australasian Medical Publishing Company, 
Ltd., at its own printing press in Sydney, has brought much 
credit to all concerned with its publication. The i? house 
has now for some time done all the printing for the New South 
Wales Branch, and a proposal is on foot to produce also a 
popular health journal or magazine. 

A section of the report deals with contract medical attend- 
ance, with special reference to friendly society lodges. Three 
matters in particular are discussed : uniform medical certifi- 
cates for use by lodges of all orders; attendance on juvenile 
members of lodges; and income limit. 

Following the example of the parent Association, the Branch 
Council has decided to establish a system of lectures, called 
‘* British Medical Association Lectures,’’ to be delivered at 
local meetings within the area of the Branch. A sum not 
exceeding £100 will be appropriated each year for this purpose ; 
and the lectures will be administered by the Organization and 
Science Committee, very much on the lines of the British 
Medical Association lectures on scientific and clinical subjects 
which have proved so successful in this country during the past 
few years. Reference is made also to the post-graduate course 
in obstetrics under the direction of the Branch which was 
arranged to be held in April of the present year.

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GENERAL COUNCIL 


MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION. 
SUMMER SESSION, 1926. 


Tue one hundred and twenty-third session of the General 
Medical Council was opened at 44, Hallam Street, W., on 
June Ist. The President, Sir Donatp MacAuister, Bt., 
K.C.B., was in the chair. 

Official notification was received of the appointment 
of Mr. William Thelwall Thomas, F.R.C.S., as representa- 
tive of the University of Liverpool for two years from 
January 2nd, 1926. Mr. Thomas was introduced by Dr. 
Wild and took his seat. 


PRESIDENT’s ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen,—The recent attempt on the ordered life of 
the whole community, in the supposed interest of a par- 
ticular group, has been countered by the equanimity and 
good sense of the Government and the nation. But some 
of its effects remain, with the result that the Council meets 
under certain disadvantages. In addition to travelling 
difficulties, we have had difficulties with mails and printers. 
Thus the draft reports and other papers usually distributed 
in advance of our meeting have not been in your hands 
at the usual time and in the usual form. The staff has 
striven loyally to meet these difficulties with the means 
at its disposal, and I bespeak your approval of its efforts 
to provide makeshifts. The members of the Gouncil 
will doubtless endeavour to overcome the residual incon- 
veniences, as their fellow citizens overcame those of the 
great strike, with cheerfulness and goodwill. 


Personnel of the Council. 

We shall miss from this chamber the fine presence of our 
much esteemed colleague Dr, Richard Caton, who passed 
away at an advanced age on the second day of the year. 
He had sat with us for twenty-two years as the first 
representative of the University of Liverpool. Honoured 
and admired at home and abroad for his civic and academic 
services, his erudition, and his professional gifts, he was 
beloved for his sterling goodness and his genial humanity, 
To his friends, his approval was a thing to be prized; to 
those who knew only of his labours, his example was a 
thing to be followed. We shall all do well to cherish the 
memory of his fellowship with us. 

Sir Francis Champneys has just retired from the 
Council, at the close of the third period of five years for 
which he had been appointed by the Crown. The Council 
has always had important duties to perform in respect of 
midwifery in the medical curriculum. During the last 
twenty years new duties have been added by successive 
Midwives Acts for England, Scotland, and Ireland. In 
fulfilling these functions the Council was constantly in- 
debted to Sir Francis for wise and well informed counsel. 
His comprehensive knowledge of administrative, educa- 
tional, and professional conditions, and his experience as 
chairman of the Central Midwives Board for England, 
made his original appointment by the Crown especially 
welcome and opportune. His helpfulness during his long 
tenure of office, to the Council and its committees, has 
earned for him its abiding gratitude, and its hearty good 
wishes on his retirement. 

Sir John Williams, who was Sir Francis’s immediate 
predecessor as a Crown member, and for ten years aided 
us in the same branch of medicine, died last week, full of 
years and honours. The University College and the 
National Library of Wales lose in him a distinguished 
president and a generous benefactor. 

I have, as President, received with regret, which will be 
shared by the whole Council, a letter from Sir Gilbert 
Barling, Vice-Chancellor of the University of Birmingham, 
resigning the seat he has occupied here during the last 
nine years. My regret is the greater in that he gives as 
the ground for withdrawal his impaired health and his 
urgent need for physical rest. He has manifested in the 
Council the qualities that, during a long and distinguished 
professional career, have won him high repute in 


Birmingham and in its University, as an active promoter 
and constructive critic of educational progress. In your 
name I cordially wish him better health, and a speedy 
restoration to active life. 

In succession to Dr. Caton, Liverpool has appointed an 
eminent surgeon, Mr. William Thelwall Thomas, M.B.E., 
F.R.C.S., Emeritus Professor of Regional Surgery in the 
University. His record assures us that, in giving him the 
right hand of fellowship, we may count on receiving from 
him contributions of value to our common work for the 
public good. 

Our much esteemed colleague, whom last session we 
knew as Dr. Bolam, returns this session as Sir Robert 
Alfred Bolam. The honour conferred upon him by His 
Majesty is reflected on the Council and the profession he 
adorns. Our congratulations to Sir Robert, and ourselves, 
are sincere and hearty. 

At the time of writing this address I had received no 
formal intimation of a successor to Sir Gilbert Barling. 
The intimation may or may not reach us during the 
session. I gather, on the other hand, that it is highly 
probable that to-day His Majesty in Council may signify 
his pleasure respecting a successor to Sir Francis 
Champneys. To the two new members, when they are 
appointed, the Council will, I know, empower me to offer 
the assurance of a fraternal welcome to our body. Partings 
we may deplore on personal grounds, the severance of old 
associations gives us each a sense of corporate and indi- 
vidual loss. But it is our happy experience that there 
never is wanting ‘‘a supply of men duly qualified to 
serve ”? the State, and to safeguard and further the public 
health by assuming the duties and responsibilities laid by 
law upon the Council. These duties and responsibilities 
are many and diverse; it is expedient that the qualifications 
of the several members should be diverse, and as far as 
possible complementary. Our statutory constitution pro- 
vides more fully than many are aware for this wholesome 
variety of composition. From the beginning nine members 
only must be registered practitioners, and now only fifteen 
out of thirty-eight need possess a medical qualification. 
The bodies charged with the discipline of other professions, 
such as the law, have not yet been entrusted with “ this 
freedom ’’ to receive non-professional members—(laughter)— 
at the discretion of the appointing authorities. 

In the Council “ diversities of gifts,” including gifts 
other than professional or scientific, ‘‘ diversities of minis- 
trations,’ even ‘‘ diversities of tongues,’’ have during my 
long experience proved to be of real value for our judicial 
and educational work. The resources of the Council have 
again and again been enriched by the presence among ws 
of men who were great public servants, members of Parlia- 
ment, municipal and academic leaders, humane scholars, 
and the like, recognized outside medicine as eminent in 
non-professional fields. The Dental Board has profited 
in many ways by the fact that the Crown appointed as its 
chairman a Privy Councillor having the parliamentary, 
administrative, and educational experience of Mr. Acland. 
Were His Majesty pleased to nominate to our body a 
member of his Council, whose experience was in like 
manner complementary to our own, the Council would 
be similarly advantaged in more than one respect. It 
would have, in particular, cause to welcome the nomination 
as marking its close connexion with the Privy Council, 
to whose official direction we are by statute committed. 


The Irish Free State. 

The Privy Council has informed us that on February 
19th the Medical Act, 1926, was passed by the Irish Free 
State. It continues the Medical Act of 1925 until August 
21st, 1926. The new Act gives power to the Executive 
Council of the Free State to continue its operation, fer 
successive periods of one month, until February 21st, 1927, 
but no further. A dispatch from the Governor-General 
to the Secretary of State for Dominion Affairs intimates 
that the question of a permanent arrangement in the matter 
of medical registration is engaging the attention of the 
Free State Government; and a later dispatch announces 
that Ministers hope to be in a position at an early date 
to ask for a conference with the British Government for 
the purpose of discussing a draft bill on the question, 
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The relations of Southern Ireland to the General Medical 
Council will therefore remain unchanged until August 21st 
at least, and medical registration will proceed as hitherto. 
We have as yet no official knowledge of what permanent 
arrangement may be proposed by the Free State. 


_ Canada. 

The Privy Council has also communicated to the Executive 
Committee a telegram from the Governor-General of Canada 
in which he says that, at a conference between the Saskat- 
chewan Government and the Provincial Medical Council, 
it has been decided that the recently enacted provincial 
law shall not be changed. The effect of this law 
is formally to exclude the registered medical practi- 
tioners of the United Kingdom from the privilege of 
practising in the Province. Reciprocity being thus 
abrogated by one of the parties, the Order in Council of 
June 10th, 1915, applying Part II of the Medical Act, 
1886, to Saskatchewan, was rescinded by His Majesty in 
Council on April 30th. The provincial qualification is thus 
no longer registrable in this country. 

The Governor-General has also informed the Secretary of 
State for Dominion Affairs that New Brunswick has now 
finally adopted a position similar to that of Saskatchewan. 
The Provincial Medical Council informed us in May of 
last year that it felt that ‘the profession must be pro- 
tected,” and with this object in view it had made an 
alteration in its regulations. The alteration excludes 
from local medical practice practitioners from provinces 
of Canada outside New Brunswick who are registered in 
the United Kingdom. The existing arrangement, however, 
continues to give practitioners from New Brunswick regis- 
tered here the privilege of practising in other provinces 
of Canada, as well as throughout the Dhapiee. As recipro- 
city is thus in effect at an end in the province, the 
Executive Committee have felt it their duty to represent 
the facts to the Lord President, with a view to the 
rescission of the Order in Council of October 14th, 1913. 

Correspondence with other provinces, and with the 
Medical Council of Canada, suggests that, until inter- 
provincial differences of standard and policy have been 
overcome, and an effective basis for Dominion licensing as 
distinguished from Dominion examination has been found, 
no completely satisfactory arrangement for establishing 
reciprocal relations between this country and Canada as a 
Dominion will be practicable, 


India. 

The expected report of Colonel Needham, the official 
inspector of medical educafion in India, on the profes- 
sional examinations for the degree of M.B. of the 
University of Calcutta, was duly received and published 
with the minutes of the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee on February 22nd, 1926. Having carefully considered 
the report, and having had the great advantage of an 
interview with Colonel Needham, who is at present on 
leave, the Executive Committee is satisfied that the M.B. 
diploma of this University does not yet fulfil the condi- 
tions for recognition laid down in Section 13 of the Medical 
Act, 1886. It does not, as it stands, furnish, particularly 
in respect of midwifery, ‘“‘a sufficient guarantee of the 
possession of the requisite knowledge and skill for the 
efficient practice of medicine, surgery, and midwifery ” in 
this country. The Committee is accordingly entitle for 
the time being to propose any change in the existing 
position of the Calcutta degree. With regard to the 
question of continuing the present recognition of other 
Indian degrees, which is still subject to satisfactory reports 
of progress from the official inspector, the Secretary of 
State for India has informed us that he cordially supports 
the proposal, originally made by Calcutta, that Sir 
Norman Walker should pay a second visit to India as a 
member of the General Medical Council; and further that 
the Government of India would regard such a visit with 
favour. Sir Norman has informed the Executive Com- 
mittee that, should he be invited by the Indian Govern- 
ment authorities to pay a second visit to India, he would 
be prepared, under suitable conditions, to accompany to 
India Colonel Needham, who is the official inspector of 
medical education appointed by the Indian Government 


and approved by the Council, and to make a special report 
on his personal observations for the information of the 
Secretary of State and of the Council. As the existing 
recognition of other Indian degrees is conditional on the 
official inspector’s satisfactory report of progress in the 
present year, an official tour of inspection falls to be made 
during the next winter session. It is obviously convenient 
that Sir Norman should carry out his visitation then, 
The members of the Executive Committee gratefully 
recognize their colleague’s readiness to undertake a trying 
journey in the interest of Indian medical education. They 
feel sure that, if satisfactory conditions can be arranged 
for the proposed visitation, in combination with the official 
inspection of Indian colleges and universities, the oppor- 
tunities thereby afforded for direct conference with adminis- 
trative, academic, and professional authorities will once 
more prove to be of substantial value in removing diffi- 
culties and accelerating progress. Moreover, new univer- 
sities and colleges, including faculties of medicine, are in 
process of organization at more than one centre within 
the Indian Empire. From the correspondence we have 
already had with these, it is clear that they will welcome 
the opportunity of personal consultation with a member 
of the Council on the questions of curriculum and exam- 
ination with which they are occupied. ; 
A communication has just been received by the Executive 
Committee from the Secretary of State for India in 
Council, stating that the Government of India have now 
agreed to the proposal that Sir Norman should make a 
further visitation, and that they have invited Colonel 


Needham to accompany him. 


The British Pharmacopoeia.” 
With the approval of the Council the Pharmacopoeia 
Committee invited delegates from a number of medical, 
pharmaceutical, and scientific bodies to meet it in con- 
ference on certain general questions arising out of the 
proposed revision of the British Pharmacopoeia, 1914. 
The conference was duly held on February 23rd, and was 
attended by the members of the Committee and by twenty- 
three delegates from twelve bodies interested. To these 
bodies, and to their delegates, the Committee expresses 
its obligations for their courtesy in meeting it and stating 
their views. A number of important suggestions and 
criticisms were cffered by the delegates, bearing chiefly 
on the scope and method of the proposed revision, on the 
organization and powers of expert committees, _and on 
the adaptation of the Pharmacopocia to Indian and 
Dominion requirements. The Committec, at a subsequent 
meeting, considered these suggestions and ae 
together with certain larger questions of pharmacopoeia 
policy, national and imperial, arising out of recent 
legislation and recent international agreements, includ- 
ing those concerning therapeutic substances, potent 
remedies, and dangerous drugs. The Committee 
came to the conclusion that, before making a definite 
reply on the particular points brought before it at the 
conference, the general interest required that an authorita- 
tive inquiry should be held by a suitable committee, 
of?-ially empowered to call for information and to examine 
wituesses on the whole subject of pharmacopoeial revision 
in this country and overseas. The recommendations of such 
a committee, founded on a comprehensive survey of the 
ascertained facts, would be of great value from the public, 
the professional, and the scientific point of view; and would 
indicate what changes (if any) in the general organization 
and method of revision are desirable. A_ resolution 
embodying this conclusion of the Pharmacopoeia Com- 
mittee, and asking the Council to take steps towards the 
institution of such a Committee of Inquiry, will be brought 
before you during the session. 


The late Dr. Axham, 

The Council will remember that towards the end of our 
session in November a request was received from Mr. 
Frederick William Axham that his name, which had been 
removed from the Register on May 24th, 1911, as the 
result of a judicial inquiry, might now be restored. Two 
Royal Colleges, acting independently of each other and of 
the Council, had subsequently withdrawn from him their 
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Vacancies. 


The Council, which is always ready to entertain 


diplomas. 
requests for restoration, has provided a regular procedure 


for their judicial consideration. This procedure, which is 
uniform for all that it may be just to all, is fully set 
forth in its published standing orders. The procedure had 
been made known to Mr, Axham; but as he was unable to 
make the required declaration that he held any qualifica- 
tion entitling him to be registered, the Council was legally 
precluded from dealing with his infe mal request. It was 
ce gratia adjourned until this session, however, in case 
in the interval he should be able to procure the restoration 
of one or both of his registrable diplomas. The Royal 
College of Surgeons of England, whose jurisdiction over 
its members is entirely distinct and independent, on 
December 10th, 1925, and again on January 14th, 1926, 
decided that his registrable Membership should not be 
restored. The Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, 
whose jurisdiction over its licentiates is equally distinct 
and independent, resolved, on January 19th, 1926, to restore 
his registrable licence, on proof submitted that he had 
“abstained for the last five years from the practices that 
led to his suspension and will not resume them.’”’ If Mr. 
Axham had then presented an application for registration, 
with a statutory declaration, which he could not furnish 
in November, that he actually held a medical qualification, 
aud setting forth his recent occupation and intentions as 
to practice, the application, along with any objection to 
his restoration that might be submitted by the Royal 
College of Surgeons, would have been considered by the 
Executive Committee at its regular meeting on February 
22nd, 1926. But at that meeting no such application and 
statutory declaration from Mr. Axham were forthcoming. 
The Executive Committee, which has no power to suspend 
the Council’s standing orders, were thus unable to con- 
sider what recommendation they should make to the 
Council on the case, and the matter perforce stood 
adjourned till their next meeting on May 31st. The first 
application from Mr. Axham which either the Council or 
the Executive Committee could lawfully entertain, with a 
view to a judicial decision, was, in fact, not lodged until 
March 4th, 1926, when neither body was in session. The 
unfortunate death of Mr. Axham, early in April, has to 
our regret caused the application to be withdrawn from our 
agenda paper. 

Neither the Committee, as the body charged with pre- 
liminary inquiry in such cases, nor the Council acting 
as a statutory tribunal, has thus had an. opportunity of 
dealing with his application on its merits, of considering 
any objections to his restoration that might have been 
submitted by the Royal College of Surgeons or others, or 
of pronouncing judgement, favourable or unfavourable, 
upon Mr. Axham’s ease. Had he survived, the Council 
would at this session be called upon to exercise its judicial 
functions in his case, without fear or favour, affection or 
ill will. Yet some misguided persons, for selfish ends un- 
connected with the applicant’s interest, thought to sway 
the tribunal to hasty and partial action by means of 
popular clamour and denunciation directed against the 
Council and its members. They abused the complaisance 
of the press, and misled the uninformed public regarding 
the facts. And by misrepresentation they sought to excite 
prejudice against the provisions of the law, expressly 
enacted to ensure “‘ that persons requiring medical aid 
should be enabled to distinguish qualified from unqualified 
practitioners.’”’ To these persons that distinction was no 
doubt professionally inconvenient, and to disparage the 
Council, whose statutory function is to maintain it, might 
lead to the easier evasion of the law. The attempt to 


"influence the Council’s judgement by threatenings against 


its constitution, if it did not yield to interested or ignorant 
demands, anticipated by a month or two the lawless attempt 
on a larger scale against the national constitution itself. 
The Council anticipated the firm response of the Govern- 
ment to the much graver attack on law and order. From 
no single member of the Council did I receive a hint that 
it should do other than bear the attack with equanimity, 
and maintain meanwhile the impartiality of its position as 
@ judicial body. No requisition for the summoning of a 
Special meeting of the Council reached me. I am deeply 
grateful for the unanimous support of the members of the 


Council in my refusal, as President, so summon it on my 
own responsibility. That would have been to take action 
which must tend to bias their opinion, in one direction or 
another, on a matter submitted for their independent 
judgement. Two different views were tenable on the merits 
of Mr, Axham’s case, and were in fact held by important 
professional bodies. To suggest the preliminary suspension 
of the standing orders, at the instance of interested 
parties favouring one view, would have been a departure 
from impartiality on the part of your President. That 
departure could only prejudice the good name of the 
Council itself, and so advance the designs of those who 
sought for reasons of their own to discredit it. 

There is reason to think that the factitious agitation 
against the Council as an independent tribunal, instigated 
by unqualified persons under cover of Mr. Axham’s name, 
but joined in by many who, ignorant of the facts, were 
moved by laudable compassion for his age and infirmities, 
has led indirectly to a better understanding of the Council’s 
duties in relation to the protection of the public, and to 
the training and discipline of the medical profession. Its 
stability as a judicial body, not to be swayed from an even 
course by partisan abuse or threat, has been vindicated 
anew; as its judicial procedure has oftentimes been vindi- 
cated by the High Court of Justice. 

I have only to add that several cases of professional 
discipline, adjourned or freshly presented, will be sub- 
mitted for inquiry this week. You will as always hear 
them judicially, and decide them on the evidence brought 
before you, uninfluenced by any outside opinions conveyed 
to you through the press or otherwise. (Applause.) 


A Non-Professional Member of Council, 

At the close of his address the PRrestpeNt announced that 
he had just received a communication from the Lord 
President that His Majesty in Council had been graciously 
pleased to take the view he had expressed in the first part 
of his address, and to nominate as a Crown Representative 
the Right Hon. Edward Hilton Young, D.S.0., M.P., 
formerly Financial Secretary to the Treasury and British 
representative at the Hague Conference. Mr. Hilton 
Young had an enviable record both in the navy and in 
administrative affairs. His diverse gifts could not but 
enhance his power to be of assistance to the Council in its 
deliberations, and make the Council the more grateful for 
his willingness to serve. It was hoped that Mr. Hilton 
Young would take his seat on the Council on the morrow, 
when he would be introduced by Sir George Newman.
